Of native Indian ministers and 


helpers there were not a few. Hia- 
coomes, an Indian of Great Harbor 
or Ed gar town, was the first fruit 
of Mr. Mayhew’s labor, and became 
an active and reliable helper in 
the evangelization of his people. 
He was of the common people and 
not"of noble blood. 

Some of the Indians became fair 
scholars. ^ Two, at least, were edu¬ 
cated at Cambridge, Caleb Chees- 
chaumuck and Joe], eldest son of 
Hiacoomes, both of them natives 
of the Vineyard. Caleb took his 
degree of Bachelor of Arts In 1665, 
and, still young, died of consump¬ 
tion at Charlestown. Joel would 
have taken his degree in a few 
months, but -he took a Voyage to 
Martha’s Vineyard' to visit bis 
father and kindred a little before 
commencement; upon his return 
in a vessel, he suffered shipwreck 
upon the island of Nantucket, 
where the boat was found on shore. 

Schools for the Indians were 
early established upon the island. 
These were well attended and quite 
successful, for as early as 1720 it 
was stated that nearly all of the 
Indians could read, either in Eng¬ 
lish or in the Indian tongue and 
some in both. 

When Rev. Thomas Mayhew, Jr. 
left for England, the Indian work 
was pub into the hands of Peter 
Folger the grandfather of Benja¬ 
min Franklin. • He soon after¬ 
wards went to Nantucket to live 
and the work was carried on 
by John Maybesv son of 
Thomas Mayhew, then by bis son, 
Experience, and in 1774, we find his 
son, Rev. Zacariah Mayhew, here as 
Indian missionary. By appoint¬ 
ment of the Commissioners of the 
Society for Propagating the Gospel 
in New England, Rev. Experience 
Mayhew made a ne-w version of the 
Psalms and the Gospel of John in 
the Indian tongue which was said 
to be a work of great accuracy and 
was completed in 1709. 
r The first Baptist minister among 
the Indians was Isaac Decamy, 
who came from "the mainland and 
preached here for a number of 
years. The next Indian minister 
of this denomination was Josias 
Horswet, who preached to a small 
society of Baptists at Gay Head in 
1727. The next ordained minister 
| was Samuel Kakenchew who was 
much esteemed. There were sev¬ 
eral other ministers among them 
but not ordained, except Silas Paul. 

Among the many burial places 
upon Gay Head marked by com¬ 
mon rough stones, picked up in 
the field, is occasionally one with 
an inscription on it. One of these, 
which is a mixture of Indian and 
English, marks the burial place of 
Silas Paul, - 

YEUUH’ WOHHOK’ SIPSIN’ 
S1L’ P AUL’ N OIITOBEYONTOK’ 
Aged 49: years’ NUPPOOP’ TAH’, 
August’ 24th, 1787. 

The meaning is: Here lies the 
body of Silas Paul, aged 49, died 
August 24th, 1787.

The World of The Infinitely Little.

In a certain stable in the city of 
Detroit, lighted by electricity and 
warmed by steam;, and kept in a 
condition of immaculate cleanli¬ 
ness, there ai*o quartered about 
sixty horses. Their coats shine 
like silk and their dietary is one of 
constant solicitude. They are 
groomed as carefully as ever the 
dream of a devoted horseman could 
picture, and their daily and hourly 
health is a matter of deep concern. 

Probably no like number of hu¬ 
man beings ever received the same 
amount of anxious medical super¬ 
vision as do" these sixty animals, 
which are nevertheless of diverse 
sizes, colors, and breeds, and none 
of which would probably pass 
muster for any special points-of 
beauty or merit, witb the one ex¬ 
ception that they ate all perfectly 
well, and beyond all questio^ en¬ 
joying the best of horse-liealth! 

A skillful veterinary surgeon 
with his assistants is in charge of 
this—one cannot say hospital,— 
institution, at a liberal salary, 
and at the very least sign of indis¬ 
position, the offending equine is 
withdrawn until he is again able 
to pass the examining board, and 
is given a clean bill of health. j 

It is for. no trivial purpose that 
this family of horses is kept so 
rigidly well. They are sacrificial 
beasts* kept for the sole purpose.of 
having their life-fluids offered up 
as a tribute to the Goddess of 
Health: In other words, their 
bodies are the laboratories in which 
the genius of modern medical sci¬ 
ence is working strange problems 
of alchemy* transmuting the baser 
products of disease over into the 
precious gold of anti-diphtheretic 
serum, for the alleviation of human 
suffering and the preservation of 
" life. •. 7; . Y 

Dose" after dose of the virulent 
toxic, .product of a culture ofjthe 
diphtheria bacillus, artificially 
grown in a medium of bouillon, is 


injected into the tissues of these 
martyrs to science, and with, every 
injection the effect is most carefully 
watched. If all goes as it should 
the process is repeated at stated 
intervals, but if too much disturb¬ 
ance of the animal’s health takes 
place, no more injections are made 
until the proper balance of well" 
being is restored. 

' When the horse has finally taken 
all of this active diphtheria poison 
into his system that he can stand, 
that is, when the farther injection 
thereof is no longer followed by 
any disturbances to his health, 
however slight, he has become a 
repository of that precious- sub¬ 
stance which is called diphtheria 
anti-toxine, or anti-diphtheritic 
serum. From his body now is 
drawn this vital fluid, under the 
strictest an tiseptic precautions, the 
serum separated*from the blood, 
carefully filtered, sterilized, and 
tested, and then placed in small 
hermetically sealed glass bulbs for 
distribution among, .physicians. 

Nor is this seeming ^martyrdom 
by any means a hardship to the 
horses, for they remain strong and 
hearty and often increase in 
weight. At the same time they 
are serving a precious end; they 
are at the cost of a trivial incon¬ 
venience to themselves making 
possible the saving of numberless 
human lives, which otherwise 
would surely be lost. In the earlier" 
history of the race, animals were 
offered up on sacrificial altars, as 
tributes to appease the wrath of 
angry gods; during the time of 
Christ, the life-blood of hundreds of 
thousands of lambs would flow an¬ 
nually at the feast of the Passover; 
and from all time the existence 
of our ra;ce was dependent upon 
the yielding up of the lives of ani¬ 
mals that their flesh might go to 
build up and sustain our bodies. 
But only within the past two dec¬ 
ades has the ever-brighteningjight 
of modern science shown ns how 
our lives could be saved and pro¬ 
longed through the subtle inter¬ 
vention of the chemistry of an ani¬ 
mal’s body and the animal continue 
to live, and possibly even, for 
aught we know to the contrary, 
feel full of conscious righteousness 
at being-the instrument of so good 
a cause. - ' 

It m ust not he supposed that be¬ 
cause, these horses are Inoculated 
with the diptheritic virus that they 
must necessarily acquire the dis¬ 
ease. Nothing of the sort; they 
suffer some rise in temperature 
and some constitutional disturb¬ 
ances, but they continue to enjoy 
their well-ordered lives and remain 
well nourished and sleek. Within 
their bodies the poisonous virus 
does not meet with, exactly the 
same conditions that it does in 
man; the resisting power of the 
cells is either greater or very differ-^ 
ent; at any rate the horse does no! 
have diphtheria. But the defen¬ 
sive substance, the anti-poison, is 
nevertheless at once called into ex¬ 
istence, and goes on increasing in 
volume and power with every suc¬ 
cessive dose of the to sine that Is 
injected. At last comes the time 
when his body has produced all 
the anti-toxine it is capabie of pro¬ 
ducing, when the introduction of 
farther amounts of toxine give rise 
to no more of the anti-toxine, aud 
the time is ripe for the cessation 
of farther treatment. 

The horse’s blood is now full of 
that powerful agent of which only 
a few teaspoonfuls, injected into a 
patient suffering of diphtheria, are 
sufficient to fortify system 

against the farther inroads of that 
disease and enable it to rally its 
forces to tbe degree of overcoming 
the effects of the poison. 

Not every time, however, is this 
happy result attained, for people 
still die of diphtheria despite this 
powerful modern adjunct to treat¬ 
ment, yet it is a comfort to know 
that by this means the present 
ratio of loss of life from diphtheria 
is only about, half as much as it 
was before the use of serum vaccin¬ 
ation. 

But not only after the disease 
has begun to develop within our 
bodies is tbe serum of use; it is still 
more effective if used as a prevent¬ 
ive in individuals who are imme¬ 
diately exposed to infection, and in 
attendance upon those who are ill. 
Used in this way in time when 
diphtheria is prevalent and by 
those who are in any danger of ex¬ 
posure, the danger of infection is 
very greatly lessened.
